Son speaks out after 
pellet attack on mum

The son of a woman whose 
arm was broken by a pellet 
in Chessington has said her 
injuries “could have been far 
worse”. 

The 74-year-old woman 
was taken to hospital with 
her injuries after police were 
called to reports of a sus¬ 
pected shooting outside the 
North Star pub in Hook Road 
at around 7.40pm on Satur¬ 
day, February 10. 

The victim remains in 
hospital after surgery on 
her arm. She has contracted 
the flu and a chest infection 
since being admitted and had 
to have a plate put into her 
arm. 

Her son provided the photo 
in the hope it would “peak 
someone’s conscience to do 
the right thing”. 

He said: “Mum was only a 
few hundred yards from her 
house - not only has she got 
this horrific injury, she now 


wonders how she can ever 
walk down that road again. 

“Perhaps she was just in 
the wrong place at the wrong 
time, perhaps she was not the 
intended target. 

“Luckily mum was hold¬ 
ing her scarf up to her face 
to shield it from the wind, 
as such her arm stopped the 
ball bearing from hitting her 
chest or throat, where her 
injuries could have been far 
worse. 

“If anyone knows who did 
this please contact the police 
so they can stop them from 
hurting anyone else.” 

Police believe the pellet 
may have been shot from a 
catapult or similar device. 

Anyone who witnessed 
the incident, or has infor¬ 
mation about an individual 
using such a weapon in the 
Chessington area, should call 
Kingston CID via 101 quoting 
CAD 6572/lOFeb. To remain

Consumer goods giant 
Unilever has been urged to 
back local news publishers 
after it threatened to pull 
advertising from digital 
giants which are used to 
“breed division”. 

The company - whose 
brands include Marmite, 
Dove and Ben & Jerry’s 
- is concerned about the 
spread of illegal and ex¬ 
tremist content online. 

Its marketing chief 
Keith Weed has met with 
Facebook, Google, Twit¬ 
ter, Snap and Amazon, to 
stress that Unilever does 
“not want to advertise on 
platforms which do not 


make a positive contribu¬ 
tion to society”. 

He said: “We cannot con¬ 
tinue to prop up a digital 
supply chain - one that de¬ 
livers over a quarter of our 
advertising to our consum¬ 
ers - which at times is lit¬ 
tle better than a swamp in 
terms of its transparency 
Fake news, racism, sexism, 
terrorists spreading mes¬ 
sages of hate, toxic content 
directed at children - parts 
of the internet we have 
ended up with is a mil¬ 
lion miles from where we 
thought it would take us.” 

Unilever cited research 
showing that trust in social 
media has hit a new low 
as a result of failed action 
over misleading or unlaw¬ 
ful content - and said that 
while 2017 was the year of 
mobile video and voice, 


2018 will either be the “year 
of trust” or the “year of 
techlash”, where the world 
will turn on tech giants. 

Henry Faure Walker, chief 
executive of this newspa¬ 
per’s publisher Newsquest, 
urged Unilever to back 1XL, 
the national digital advertis¬ 
ing partnership set up by 
Newsquest and other region¬ 
al publishers, comprising 800 
local news websites across 
the UK. 

He said: “If Unilever is 
genuinely committed to 
‘only advertising in respon¬ 
sible platforms that create a 
positive impact in society’, I 
give you local news brands: 
1XL now reaching over 24 
million UK adults a month 
through #trustedlocalmedia.

Cadet wins award after helping pair who needed assistance 


A young Sutton police cadet, who 
was once described as a ‘guardian 
angel’, has won a prestigious 
award after helping two people 
seek urgent treatment. 

Billy White, 16, was one of 130 
young people from across south 
London who were recognised for 
their efforts at the Jack Petchey 


Achievement Foundation Awards 
on February 18. 

The teenager came across a man 
who had suffered a head injury 
after going into a seizure while in 
a supermarket car park. 
Paramedics were later on the 
scene and Billy put the person 


into a recovery position, providing 
support when he regained 
consciousness. Another man in a 
separate incident collapsed in the 
street with chest pains. 

Despite communication 
difficulties with the person, who 
has a learning disability, Billy 
provided emergency first aid 


before an ambulance arrived. 

The second man was so grateful 
he later wrote to the teenager and 
described him as his ‘guardian 
angel’. After receiving a medallion 
and a £250 cheque, Billy 
contributed it towards waterproof 
jackets and trousers for his 
unit. 


Bill set to 
increase 

Council Tax is rising in 
Epsom and Ewell despite 
the council being in a 
“strong financial posi¬ 
tion”. 

The 2018/19 budget was 
voted through (with 29 
for and six against) at a 
full council meeting on 
Tuesday, February 20. 
The borough council ele¬ 
ment of the tax will rise 
by 2.98 per cent - £5.58 a 
year for band D and £3.72 
a year for band A. Coun¬ 
cillors cited the govern¬ 
ment’s decision to take 
away the revenue support 
grant funding (which was 
£lmillion in 2015/16) for 
this financial year as a 
reason for the tax hike. 

Councillor Eber King- 
ton, chairman of the 
Strategy and Resources 
Committee, said the 
council was one of ‘very 
few’ natioanlly to re¬ 
ceive no Revenue Sup¬ 
port Grant, which he 
described as ‘unfair and 
unreasonable’. 

Cllr Kington said: 
“However, we have made 
huge efficiency savings, 
changed the way we de¬ 
liver some services and 
sought new incomes 
streams so that, unlike 
many councils, we have 
not cut any services. Iam 
proud of our financial re¬ 
cord, and I am also proud 
of the council staff who, 
under challenging cir¬ 
cumstances, continue to 
provide high quality ser¬ 
vices to our residents.” 


Residents opposed 
to plans to convert 
hotel into new flats

Plans to turn an Epsom hotel 
into homes have been recom¬ 
mended for approval despite 
objections from neighbours. 

Chalk Lane Hotel currently 
offers 21 rooms, fine dining, 
and wedding receptions, but 
the owners say that they want 
to retire after running it since 
December 1997. 

The proposal for ’21 dwell¬ 
ing units, car and cycle park¬ 
ing and private and com¬ 
munal gardens’ has been 
recommended for planning of¬ 
ficers ahead Epsom and Ewell 
Council’s planning committee 
on February 22, despite neigh¬ 
bours writing letters of objec¬ 
tion. 

John Newman, of Chalk 
Paddock, said: “I consider the 


number of car parking spaces 
specified to be inadequate 
for the number of dwellings. 
This is likely to exacerbate the 
parking issues that already ex¬ 
ist.” 

Another neighbour said: 
“This is too many dwellings in 
such a small area, so over de¬ 
velopment.” 

However, as Chalk Lane 
Hotel is a brownfield site pre¬ 
dicted to be left vacant if not 
redeveloped, the plans are 
recommended to be pushed 
forwards. 

The proposal said: “The 
short-term options for the 
hotel are its closure and the 
mothballing of the site and 
premises until a purchaser 
could be found via a subse¬ 
quent marketing process, or 
the continued operation of 
the hotel on a marginal or loss¬ 
making basis. 

“Either option is likely to 
be highly undesirable as it 


will undoubtedly lead to a 
further deterioration of the 
listed premises. Moreover, ul¬ 
timately the latter option will 


undermine the hotel’s reputa¬ 
tion and will likely culminate 
in its closure in any case due 
to insolvency at a future date.”

An Epsom man has been banned 
from entering shops across Sur¬ 
rey for three years. 

Darren Thomas Beckett, 32, 
was issued a Criminal Behaviour 
Order because of his “persistent 
criminal behaviour” and “bla¬ 
tant disregard” to shops’ ban¬ 
ning orders. 

Beckett was given an interim 
CBO to prevent him from steal¬ 
ing in January until he appeared 
at Staines Magistrates’ Court on 
February 9, where he was given 
a full one which lasts until Feb¬ 
ruary 8, 2021. The order bans 
him from entering the following 
shops in Surrey:

Glyn School trio successfully defend title 

Sharp shooters 
aim for success

Sharp-shooting students at 
Glyn School have successfully 
defended their title after being 
crowned National Schools’ Pis¬ 
tol Champions for the second 
year running. 

Emma O’Neil, Kieran Gall 
and James Miller represented 
the comprehensive school after 
qualifying in the South England 
Regional Tournament. 

The team lined-up against 
some of the top pentathlete 
and shooting schools in Great 
Britain - including independent 
fee-paying schools Millfield and 
Durham. 

More than 500 competitors 
from 280 different schools across 
the country competed over the 
last few month, culminating at 
the Stoke Mandeville Stadium 
for the Final event on January 
17, where Glyn’s team were vic¬ 
torious. 

The team competition needed 
all three members to score well, 
as they all counted. Emma shot a 
personal best 175 out of 200; Ki¬ 
eran also shot a personal best of 
154 and James shot 181 to qualify 
in first place for the Individual 
Championship Final. 

With a team performance of 
510, Glyn school was 60 points 
clear of the nearest competitor 
and were awarded the Gold team 
medal and crowned as National 


Team Champions. 

But there was little time to cel¬ 
ebrate as both Emma and James 
had to steel themselves for the 
individual finals as the top pis¬ 
tol shooters in the country went 
head-to-head. Emma took eighth 
spot, impressive as she is a rifle 
specialist, and James was de¬ 
fending last year’s title. He set 
a new schools record score of 
229.4 and took the top spot to be 


crowned British School Senior 
Champion. 

Emma shoots in the GB Jun¬ 
ior Rifle Squad, Kieran is num¬ 
ber one in the country under-21 
Target Sprint, Run and Shoot 
and James is ranked number 1 
in the under-21 GB pistol team. 

James and Kieran will repre¬ 
sent Great Britain in the World 
Junior Championships being 
held in Germany in June.

‘Views about wearing 
the hijab are wrong’ 

Amanda Spielman wrongly defended a 
headteacher’s attempt to stop young girls 
from wearing a hijab in classrooms. 

Ms Spielman considers stopping girls 
from wearing a Hijab to be “muscular 
liberalism”. 

First of all, Islam does not “force” or 
even require young girls to wear 
headscarves from such a young age. 

Only when they reach an age of full 
physical maturity does it become required.

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Anger as pizza 
bases dumped

A flytipper has sparked fury by 
repeatedly dumping dozens of 
pizza bases at a pond beauty spot. 

The culprit has been caught 
flytipping dough bases around 
a pond at Bradmore Green in 
Coulsdon. 

Furious residents fear it could 
cause a rat infestation at the fam¬ 
ily hotspot - or harm the ducks 
and other wildlife around the 
pond. 

One incident saw nearly 30 
bases strewn around the bank of 
the pond. 

Now vigilantes are using a lo¬ 
cal Facebook group to track the 
culprit - with one even sharing a 
photo of a man he ‘caught’ at the 
scene. 

Graham Page said: “Caught 
him tonight 03/02/2018 at around 
22:50ish as driving home I got out 
the car and confronted him about 
it he was calm when I said about 
it but when I tried to take a photo 
of his car he got very aggressive 
with me. 

“Lucky my wife got better pics 
than I did.” 



Another resident, Abel Bello 
added: “I did stop by a few mo¬ 
ments after Graham did and saw 
what happened. 

“He claimed he was only doing 
it for the benefit of the ducks and 
that the police had given him the 
‘go ahead’ when they confronted 
him once. 

“We did point out to him that 
pizza bases was bad for the ducks 
at which point, he offered to pick 
them all up. 

“He didn’t get all of them as 
some had gone far away from the 
bank and I had my kids in the car 
so had to drive off. 

“Think he also felt guilty as 
I pointed out that the commu¬ 
nity had just spent most of today 
cleaning out the pond.” 

The man has claimed the bases 


are there to feed wildlife but the 
RSPCA warns it could cause se¬ 
rious harm to birds and other 
animals. 

The charity said feeding water- 
birds bread is ‘not good for them’ 
- and can even prevent young 
birds growing properly. 

In advice posted online, it 
said: “You can feed them small 
amounts (and I mean small) of 
brown bread if that’s all you’ve 
got, but please, definitely no 
white bread. 

“In fact, if young birds eat 
white bread, they can grow up 
with a deformity called angel 
wing and won’t be able to fly. 
So let’s wave bye-bye to white 
bread.” 

Instead people should feed 
them finely chopped lettuce, 
spinach, cabbage, spring greens 
or even porridge oats, the char¬ 
ity said. 

Gill Hickson, the vice chair 
of the East Coulsdon Residents’ 
Association, said: “I would have 
thought foxes would eat them so 
better dropping them in a pile in 
the woods. 

“That quantity is fly tipping 
though so it shouldn’t be done. 
Well done catching him and 
hopefully deter him doing it 
again.”

I hope the insurance is comprehensive and the 
Stage Manager has a well-stocked first aid kit when 
the world premiere of Some Mothers Do ‘Ave ‘Em 
goes on national tour. 

“Oh blimey, yes!” says the effervescent Joe 
Pasquale, who will play Frank Spencer, the 
character made famous on TV in the 1970s by 
Michael Crawford and that had a nation chorusing 
his ‘Ooh, Betty!’ catchphrase 

“We have a stunt coordinator but I’m doing it all - 
hanging by my ankles, chicken chasing and all 
sorts. But we’re not doing it as Michael’s version of 
Frank Spencer; that would be an insult to Michael. 
I’m putting my personality into it, which is how to 
make it believable. There’s a difference between 
child-like and childish and Frank isn’t childish; he 
believes in what he’s doing. 

“We did three workshops and at the last one we 
had an invited audience who were across an age 
range of between eighteen and seventy. All the 
younger people didn’t know the show or have a 
frame of reference with Michael, but they laughed 
their socks off. Even the older people who 
remember the original, forgot Michael doing it in 
within five minutes - the script is so good,” 
enthused Joe, explaining that the show is based on 
an original story about Frank trying to get on a TV 
talent show. 

“It’s still set in the 70s, so you get the mustard 
wallpaper, tank tops and all the trimmings. It is so 


funny and you can take the whole family to see it.” 

Agreeing that he is something of an adrenalin 
junkie jokes: “If it’s not dangerous or life threatening 
then I’m not interested anymore. I read the book 
Feel the Fear and do it Anyway fifteen years ago 
and it made me think. Now, if I’m not sure about 
doing something, I automatically say OK; let’s do it. 
You might as well live while you can.” 

Asked how the show came about, Joe recalls 
playing King Arthur in the Monty Python musical 
comedy Spamalot in the West End a couple of 
years ago. Stuck in an airless dressing room at the 
height of summer, wearing chainmail and kingly 
robes, a broken fan was about as much use as a 
chocolate fire guard. Setting about taking it to 
pieces, cleaning it and putting it back together 
again (“I was sweating my knackers off”), when he 
turned the power back on the fan exploded. The 
show’s director Christopher Luscombe and staff 
director Guy Unsworth were present and both 
roared with laughter, calling it a pure Frank Spencer 
moment. A seed was sown and Guy sought out 
Raymond Allen, writer of the original TV series. Fate 
was smiling. Allen, it transpired, was a big fan of 
Joe’s. Unsworth set about writing a script and now, 
two years, several script edits and three workshops 
later, the show is underway. 

“We have been working really hard on it, Guy in 
particular,” says Joe, admitting that when he first 
met “this very well spoken young lad who looked 


like an American football player” he questioned 
what the youngster could possibly teach him about 
comedy. 

“I soon realised that he knew everything; he’s a 
natural,” marvels Joe. “He suggests the smallest 
change; a tiny nuance to get the comedy out of a 
line, and he’s always right. He’s also a real historian 
on British comedy. I think he’ll be one of the biggest 
directors in the West End.” 

Joined by a cast that includes Susie Blake as 
Mrs Fisher, Frank’s disapproving mother-in-law, 
Moray Treadwell as Mr Luscombe, David Shaw- 
Parker as Father O’Hara and Chris Kiely as 
Desmond, playing his long-suffering wife Betty is 
Spamalot co-star Sarah Earnshaw. 

“Sarah’s role is so much more difficult. She has 
to be softer and so likable, but she’s brilliant,” says 
Joe, confessing that he’s a terrible on-stage ‘farter’ 
and that Sarah knows all about playing long- 
suffering having been downwind of his lively bottom 
during the run of Spamalot. “She calls me the 
Unstoppable Moron,” he chuckles. 

Unstoppable is right. As well as the tour of Some 
Mothers, Joe continues to do stand-up and has just 
had a book of his short horror stories published. 

“It’s a book for adults called Deadknobs and 
Doomsticks. When I did an Open University course 
in geo-science and geology, as a by-product I did 
some writing courses.” 

Sending his stories to an author friend for 


feedback, his chum promptly forwarded them on to 
his publisher who saw the potential and 
immediately told Joe to write some more. 

Reminiscent of the Duracell Bunny in terms of 
energy, does Joe find acting in a long tour tiring? 

“My life is a sitcom, so, no acting required for this 
one [another infectious laugh], but touring in Some 
Mothers will be a lot easier than my stand-up show. 
Then I usually do forty one-nighters at different 
theatres. A week in one place will be like a holiday,” 
he beams, adding that there are certain dates he is 
particularly looking forward to.” 

As for playing Frank, dare-devil Joe is mindful 
that he has already had his fair share of ‘industrial 
injuries,’ including getting stuck inside a bingo 
machine, breaking his toe while tap dancing and 
dislocating a shoulder in panto. 

“It’s got danger written all over it for me,” agrees 
Joe. “I wouldn’t want to be my understudy. 

“But the world is a miserable place sometimes 
and we need to empty our bins, mentally. The only 
way to do that is release some laughter and you’ll 
laugh for two hours solidly at this, I promise.”

LADY BIRD (15): Indie actress Greta Gerwig’s mag¬ 
nificent directorial debut is a sublime coming-of-age 
comedy drama set in turn of the 21st-century Sacra¬ 
mento. Although Lady Bird isn’t strictly autobiographi¬ 
cal, Gerwig draws on fond memories of her Califor¬ 
nian hometown for a beautifully observed valentine 
to mother-daughter relationships and youthful exu¬ 
berance, infused with unabashed warmth for her well 
drawn characters. The writer-director has a sharp ear 
for the ebb and flow of pithy conversations and she 
has attracted a stellar cast led by Oscar nominees 
Saoirse Ronan and Laurie Metcalf as the spunky title 
character and her hard-working mother, who gen¬ 
erate friction every time they are in close proximity. 
Lady Bird is a near perfect confluence of direction, 
writing and performance. Being incredibly picky, 
there are a several instances when Ronan’s accent 
falters and her melodic Irish lilt comes through loud 
and clear, which momentarily breaks the gently intoxi¬ 
cating spell cast by Gerwig’s film. 

I, TONYA (15): According to a title card at the begin¬ 
ning of Craig Gillespie’s blackly humorous biopic, I, 
Tonya is based on “irony free, wildly contradictory, 
totally true interviews” with US figure skating cham¬ 
pion Tonya Harding and her ex-husband Jeff Gillooly. 
The film illuminates a grubby episode in sporting his¬ 
tory - the 1994 attack on skater Nancy Kerrigan - with 
considerable aplomb. Screenwriter Steven Rogers 
invites the deeply flawed protagonists to talk directly 
to camera, offering contradictory and overlapping 
testimonies that make sense of the chain of events 
that led to Harding’s ban from competitive skating. 
Margot Robbie inhabits the title role with fearless¬ 
ness and ferocity, tossing out expletives as if her life 
depended upon it as Harding suffers grievously at 
the hands of those closest to her. Sebastian Stan 
oozes slippery charm as the man who walks Tonya 
down the aisle and exerts his marital “right” to lay his 
hands on her in anger. Whether we believe Tonya or 
not, she recounts a cracking yarn of triumph against 
adversity. 


FINDING YOUR FEET (12A): A well-to-do wife learns 
that being a free woman is better than being a kept 
lady in Richard Loncraine’s frothy comedy drama, 
which is choreographed to appeal to mature audi¬ 
ences who checked into The Best Exotic Marigold 
Hotel. Finding Your Feet isn’t on a par with that feel 
good octogenarian odyssey and screenwriters Meg 
Leonard and Nick Moorcroft struggle to add depth 
to the two-dimensional characters and a flimsy plot 
that repeatedly tangos towards aching predict¬ 
ability. Thankfully, Loncraine has attracted a stellar 
British cast to flesh out the roles and they elevate 
mediocre material drizzled in mawkish sentimentality. 
Oscar nominee Imelda Staunton brings a touching 
vulnerability to her haughty lady of the manor, who 
may never take control of her life because she is so 
engrossed in everyone else’s. She catalyses warm 
on-screen chemistry with Celia Imrie as her carefree 
older sister, who seems to have a cheesy mantra for 
every occasion. 

THE SHAPE OF WATER (15): Mexican filmmaker 
Guillermo del Toro recaptures the visual splendour 
and simmering menace of his Oscar-winning 2006 
fantasy Pan’s Labyrinth with a swoon-inducing reim¬ 
agining of the Beauty And The Beast fairy tale set in 
1962 Baltimore. The Shape Of Water is a gorgeous, 
erotically-charged love story, which empowers its 
richly drawn female characters to drive forward a 
tightly wound narrative and defeat prejudice in its 
myriad ugly forms. The script, co-written by del Toro 
and Vanessa Taylor, doesn’t sugarcoat the central ro¬ 
mance between a mute cleaning lady (Sally Hawkins) 
and a carnivorous merman (Doug Jones). Carnal de¬ 
sires of the spirited heroine are laid delightfully bare 
and lustrous period detail evokes an era of suffocat¬ 
ing Cold War paranoia with aplomb. Hawkins is lumi¬ 
nous and heartbreaking, speaking volumes without 
saying a word - save for a musical fantasy sequence 
that choreographs a romantic pas de deux reminis¬ 
cent of yesteryear’s La La Land. 

BLACK PANTHER (12A): If Black Panther, directed 


with swagger by Ryan Coogler, is emblematic of things 
to come from the Marvel Comics pantheon then roll 
on 2018 because this frenetically edited odyssey of 
self-doubt and redemption is the big cat’s whiskers. 
In some respects, this is identikit filmmaking: prodigal 
sons tormented by the loss of powerful fathers, com¬ 
puter-generated characters trading bone-crunching 
blows in mid-air, a throwaway cameo for comic book 
maven Stan Lee and additional scenes concealed 
in end credits. Genetic flaws aside, Coogler’s slinky 
picture is barnstorming entertainment of the highest 
pedigree, which sinks its narrative claws into present- 
day racial tensions, gender inequality and western 
imperialism with relish. Female characters are feisty, 
intelligent and refuse to sit demurely on the sidelines 
while engaging yet flawed male counterparts have all 
the fun. As one proud warrior reminds her regal lover: 
the choice to rule as queen rests in her hands. 

A predominantly black cast festooned with Oscar 
winners and nominees adds lustre to a lean script 
co-written by Joe Robert Cole, teasing out tender ro¬ 
mance and bruising bloodline rivalries stained with 


tears of regret. 

THE 15:17 TO PARIS (15): In his last two pictures, 
American Sniper and Sully: Miracle On The Hudson, 
Oscar-winning humanist director Clint Eastwood bril¬ 
liantly distilled acts of valour and self-sacrifice torn 
from newspaper headlines. The 15:17 To Paris, the 
dramatisation of a failed 2015 terrorist attack on 
board a train hurtling from Amsterdam to the French 
capital, seems like a similarly snug fit. 

In a daring move designed to blur respectful recon¬ 
struction and Hollywood-glossed fiction, Eastwood 
casts the real-life American heroes - Anthony Sadler, 
Alek Skarlatos and Spencer Stone - in a chronologi¬ 
cally fractured travelogue penned by first-time screen¬ 
writer Dorothy Blyskal. This artistic gamble backfires 
spectacularly. The lifelong friends exhibit almost 
no charisma through the lens and their monotone, 
staccato delivery of clunky, jarring dialogue robs 
Eastwood’s film of spontaneity, naturalism or humour. 
The director is blinded by patriotic pride and, for the 
first time in a long, illustrious career, he goes off the 
rails.

'conveyancing'? haart ensures you understand what 
the process entails with this helpful guide 

Conveyancing is the term applied to the legal and 
administrative work associated with transferring 
ownership of land or buildings from one owner to 
another. 

When an offer has been made and accepted and 
solicitors' details exchanged, the conveyancing process 
can begin. 

When buying, selling or remortgaging a property, 
you are advised to use a conveyancer - employed by 
a firm of solicitors - to look after your interests and fill 
out the necessary paperwork. 

A conveyancer ensures all the legal conditions and 
obligations are met and the new mortgage is in place. 
They will also act on behalf of your current lender, 
ensuring your existing mortgage is repaid (if you are 
not a first time buyer).

- To obtain a purchase contract from the seller's 
solicitors with details of the property and its 
ownership. 

- To organise any pre-contract enquiries and obtain 
copies of any existing guarantees, planning consents, 
etc. 

- To obtain the seller's fixtures and fittings list to see 
what they will be leaving in the property (and you will 
get a copy to check). 

- When your mortgage offer has arrived, they will 
arrange for you to sign the contract and hand over 
your deposit to hold in readiness for 'exchange'. 


- When the mortgage conditions have been met 
and the seller is ready to proceed, a completion date is 
agreed that suits everyone in the chain. Contracts can 
now be exchanged and the transfer deed effected. 

- Once this has been done they can get the 


mortgage advance from your lender and send you a 
final completion statement. 

- On completion day, your conveyancer pays the 
required amount to the seller's solicitors in exchange 
for the title deeds. You can now move into your new 


home. 

- Your conveyancer will now register your name and 
mortgage at the Land Registry and send the deeds 
to your lender for them to hold as security for their 
mortgage advance.

A last-gasp penalty from 
captain Jamie Collins earned 
Sutton United a vital 3-2 
victory at relegation- 
threatened Torquay on 
Tuesday night 

With both sides desperate 
for the points for very different 
reasons, the match was drift¬ 
ing towards a 2-2 draw when 
Sutton defender Louis John 
was brought down in the 
penalty area by Liam Davis 
and the referee awarded 
United a dramatic spot-kick. 

Collins kept his cool to score 
in the third minute of injury 
time to send Sutton’s 71 
travelling fans into raptures. 

The first half was 
explosive with Sutton taking 
a sixth-minute lead through 
Byron Harrison who slotted 
home after a poor clearance 
fell invitingly into his path. 

Torquay levelled in the 12th 
minute through their captain 
Sean McGinty but the goal 
incensed the Sutton bench 
who thought there was a 
clear offside. 

Just before half-time 
Torquay took the lead when 
Brett Williams fired home 
from 10 yards but the U’s 
showed great resilience to 
restore parity before the 
break. 

Having scored the equaliser 


in Saturday’s 1-1 draw at home 
to Wrexham, Simon Walton 
was at it again when his header 
looped into the far corner of the 
net to ensure the sides went in 
level at 2-2 at the interval. 

The second half failed to live 
up to the intensity of the first 
as both sides traded wayward 
efforts on goal before the game 
took a dramatic twist. 

Aaron Barnes wasted a 
golden opportunity to win it 
for the hosts in the last minute 
but lifted his shot over Sutton 
goalkeeper Jamie Butler 
and agonisingly over the 
crossbar. 

The U’s made Torquay pay 
deep into injury time when 
Collins sent the goalkeeper 
the wrong way from the 
penalty spot with virtually 
the last kick of the game. 

The result elevates the 
U’s into second place in the 
Vanarama National League 
table, five points behind leaders 
Macclesfield Town, and extends 
their unbeaten league run to 
seven matches. 

United host basement 
boys Guiseley on Saturday 
(February 24,3pm).
